Claims 43-60 are pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restriction 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, SEQ ID NO: 51 , in the Paper 
filed 12-17-03 is acknowledged. 

Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 12-17-03. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1 .142(a), whereby the distinctness and independence of 
the inventions of the instant application have become clear upon amending the claims in 
response to the restriction requirement mailed 1 1-4-03, an examiner's action on the 
merits of the amendments filed on 12-17-03 insofar as they pertain to the elected 
invention is hereby deferred until an election has been made for the restriction 
requirement set forth below. (See MPEP 81 0.02 and 81 1 ). 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 43-58, drawn to antisense nucleic acid compounds, classified in 
class 536, subclass 24.5. 

II. Claims 59 and 60, drawn to methods of inhibiting the expression of a 
polypeptide, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
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operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the operation, function and effects of the nucleic acids are completely 
different and distinct from the operation, function and effects of the methods of Group II, 
which inhibit the expression of a polypeptide. Therefore, the inventions of these 
different, distinct groups are capable of supporting separate patents. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
